It was the duty of:.the Government’s coun- 
Fe] to prove that work of assorling mail was 
clerical labor, but all testimony to that ef- 
fect was euppressed, and a decision was 
rendered in favor of Tost. 

The Government appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. It has affirmed the 
finding of the lower couri, but in the decais- 
jon intimates that, had the evidence clearly 
shown that the claimant was employed “as 
a clerk” during the extra time for whicha 
charge was made, Section 1,764, Revised 
Statutes, might have been apnlicable, 

The suit of Post and the decision of the 
Supreme Court opened the way for the 
bringing of suits to collect claims of a sim- 
liar character, aggregating more than 3 - 
m000.

THE SPORTING GOODS HOUSE 
PURCHASED BY THE SIM-

CONSIDERATION IS PRIVATE. 


No Reason for the Sale Other Than a 
Good Price Was Offered—The 
Store Will Be Cperated by 
the New Owners, 


A gray-whiskered little man stood at the 
front Aoor of the E. C. Meacham Arms Com- 
pany’s store at 3S North Fourth street 
Wednesday morning.

“The Meacham Arms “Co. will cease to 
exist. The deal concluded yesterday means 
practically a consolidation of the firm with 
the Simmons Hardware Co. I don't mean 
that either. It was a sale outright. They 
paid cash for our stock and good will.’’

Over a Million Bushels of 
Wheat Change Hands,

Mr. Spencer Believes There’s Money

A trifle over 1,200,000 bushels of wheat 
changed hands on the Merchants’ Exchange 
floor Wednesday morning. 

It was the first day for delivery on De- 
eember contracts. Practically the entire 
stock on hand in the St. Louls elevators 
was delivered. When the accounts were 
cast shortly before noon it was found that 
C. H. Spencer and Will T. Haarstick had 
captured most of the grain. The entire 
stock deliverable on December contracts 
amounted to 1,266,000 bushels. Only a few 
contracts were open when deliveries closed 
for the day at 11:30 o’clock. 

Considering that it was delivery day ex- 
_citement was not high. The opening hours 
were dull.’ There was little trading and at 
times the pit was deserted. May opened 
slightly stronger at 93%c and December 
was around 97c. There were apparently no 
shorts, as there was no rush-té buy De- 
cember at the last moment, 

The impression that many December deals 
had been switched to the May option caused 
several traders to predict that deliveries 
would be light, possibly not more than 250,- 
000 bushels. They argued that holders hav- 
ing until December 31 to make deliveries 
would retain their stocks and pay carrying 
charges partly as a speculation and partly 
to stave off a rumored attempt on the part 
of some of the big traders to run a corner. 


When the ‘“‘boys” representing the leading 
grain houses got tégether it soon became 


apparent that these calculations were un- 
founded. Holders delivered right up to the 
dot. If there were any shorts they were 
not in the “‘ring’’ Wednesday morning.

A scheme is alleged to be on foot by 
which valuable asphalt beds discovered on 
the grounds of the Confederate Home at 
Higginsville, Mo., are to be turned over to 
a syndicate for a song. 

The Board of Managers of the Home meet 
on Dec. 5, and it is expected the proposi- 
tion to lease the mineral rights will go 
through, unless the trustees are put on 
their guard and investigate before acting 
hastily. Commissioner Holman is home 
from Europe, an asphalt pavement expert. 
That the mineral discoveries are valuable 
is attested by the fact that three proposi- 
tions to lease them have been received by 
the Board of Managers. One of these is 
from a large contractor named Sanderson of 
Moberly, Mo., another from a Kansas City 
man, and the third from L, Kreickhaus of 
St. Louis, 

It is understood that Mr. Kreickhaus rep- 
resents W. S. Forman of East St. Louls, 
who is the reputed head of a syndicate in 
which C. C, Branson, L. Kreickhaus and 
Newton Evans are said to be interested, 
Speed Stephens, brother of the Governor, 
has usually accompanied Mr. Forman in 
visits to the city in furtherance of the 


syndicate’s plans, but it is not knows 
whether or not he ia interested. 

The asphalt beds are said to be very @ich 
and there is also thought to be coal an 
oll In paying quantities. Yet while the 
State Geologist has tested specimens of as- 
phalt submitted, and Attorney-General 
Crow has given an rn touching the 
right of the Board of Managers to iease 
the grounds, no word either of the discov- 
eries, or the proposition to lease the min- 
ea rights, has been made public hereto- 
ore. 

And the proposition to lease these rights 
is fora royalty of only W centsa ton. Noth. 
ing is said of asphalt. It is covered by the 
general term ‘“‘mineral rights.’ Maybe the 
trustees and the ladies who have worked so 
hard for the home are not aware that either 
asphalt or any other mineral has been dis- 
covered in paying quantities. 

The only asphalt found in the United 
States in quantities making its mining

By that bill the State agreed to give 
$12,000 a year to the support of the Home 
for twenty years, the State to acquire it at 
the end of that time, when presumably no 
veterans will be surviving, or at least not 
enough to justify keeping up the Home.

and for years Mr. Clark was Gould’s pere 
s nal representative in the West. 

in 1884 Jay Gould induced Mf. Clark to ac- 
cept the general management of the entire 
Gould Southwestern system, ineluding the 
Missouri Pacific, the Iron Mountain and all 
their ramifications. He was in full control 
of its 7,000 miles of tracks, the annual earn- 
ings of which were $30,000,000. 

After Gould got control of the Union Pa- 
cific he made Mr. Clark general manager 
of that road, and for several years Mr. 
Clark managed that great property, as well 
as the Missouri Pac.fie system. 

In 1893 failing health compelled the over- 
worked ra‘lroad manager to sulrrender to 
others part of his great responsibilities. 
He decided to leave the Union Pacific and 
confine himself to the Missour! Pacific, but 
when George Gould discovered that the 
other:'Un'ion Pacific directors had a scheme 
to replace Mr. Clark with a manager who 
would not serve in the Gould interest, he 
suffered Mr. Clark to leave the Missourl 
Pac'fic and joined with other directors in 
electing him President of the Unipn Pacific. 

When the Union Pacific went into the 
hands of receivers, Mr. Clark was Chair- 
man of the Board of Receivers, and prac- 
tiaclly Manager of the property. Naturally 
he was the man selected by the reorganiza.- 
tion committee to continue to dirbct its af- 
fairs. but his health be'ng impained by his 
long and arduous labors, Mr. Clark was 
forced finally to decline,

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THE MISSING COUNT. 


He Fooled Li Hung Chang and Interested American 
Millionaires in His Visionary Schemes. 


Epecial to the Post Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.--The police 
of every city in the United States have in- 
structions to keep an eye out for “Count” 
Kugene Stanislaskosta de Mitkiewitz. 

A writ-for his. arrest has been issued 
by the Criminal Court nere, charging the 
Count With obtaining money under false 
pretenses. 

Subsequent to his indictment by 

trand-jury the “Count” was released 
bail, which because of his failure to appear 
waz been forfeited, 

According to the information on which an 
*adictment was returned, Mitkiewicz in 
diay, 189%, told James vT#Hunter that he 
wished to be present at the settlement oi 
his wife’s estate in Massachusetts, from 
which he expected to get $20,000, and bor- 
rowed $20 for the expenses of his tr-.p. 

Later he told the same story to David L. 
Zioover and got $100 from him, 

It is charged that he did not return these 
amounts and that the story about his wife's 
estate was false. 

Mitkiewicz has been for more than thirty 
years before the public from time to time 
as an adventurer. 

It has been clakmed that 
ured prominently in American society Mit- 
kiewicz had a career in Canada, Scotland 
and Belgium, and that he served a term in 

ng in Scotland for swindling Lord Ham- 

ton. 

It was also claimed that at this time his 
title was investigated and he was found to 
be the son of a Polish Hebrew of Warsaw, 
with no claim to a title. 

in November, 1863, a ball was given to the 
officers of the Russian fleet, then in New 
York Harbor, and at this ball Count Mit- 

lewicz met Miss Julia Loniolino.

Mitkiewicz found men who had money 
who were ready to back him, among them 
Whurton Baker of Philadelphia and other 
prominent men in the Quaker City, and it 
was claimed that the late Coi.

Shepard was an investor, but he denied this, 

tlowever, the signature of the Chinese 
Minister was never obtained, and for while 
the scheme was dropped. But in 1891 Mit- 
kiewicz revived it and this time tried to ger 
i. J. O’Brien of the Birmingham (Ala.) 
Age-Herald for $10,000. Incidentally he tried 
Joseph R. Gamble, a banker; R. J. Horner, 
a furniture dealer, and several others, and 
With more or less success. 

At this time the “Count” associated with 
him the famous “Shoebox” Miller a former 
convict, who won his name by escaping 
from & penitentiary in a shoebox. 

Then came a bombshell in the shape of a 
statement from Mr. Ho, then interpreter of 
the Chinese Legation in Washington, that 
Mitkiewicz was a fraud, and that he never 
had any concessions from the Chinese Gov- 
etnment,. 

It was said that Li Hung Chang favored 
him, but that the Imperial Council wouldn’t 
listen to the scheme at all. 

Phen the men who had given Mitkiewicz 
money began to gather around him like vul- 
tures. He was sued and arrested—and es- 
caped scot free.

THE CORONER'S TESTIMONY. 


Says Under Cross-Examination That 
He Firmly Believes Michael Dous- 
sett of St. Louis County Was 
Foully Murdered. 


Attorney Zach Mitchell made an ineffec- 
tual effort Wednesday to secure another de- 
lay in the case of August Genar, on trial 
at Clayton for the murder of Michael Dous- 
sett. . 

Judge Hirzel promptiy overruled a care- 
fully prepared motion setting forth a long 
list of objections to the jury. 

Getting this jury has occasioned a number 
of lengthy delays and cost the State a pretty 
penny. 

Mr. Mitchell came early to the front with 
his objections to Sheriff Kerth summoning 
the panel, as he had helped get the evidence 
against Genar and was to be used as a 
State’s witness. Coroner Rouse was ex- 
empted from duty for a like reason. The 
court appointed William Barron to eum- 
mon the venire, 

Much time was spent in examination be- 
fore forty men were found competent. 
Wednesday morning Attorney Mitchell filed 
a motion to quash the whole proceeding 
mainly because the talesmen had not been 
selected from all over the county, but had 
been picked up in Carondelet, Bonhomme 
and-St. Ferdinand townships to the ex- 
clusion of other townships, and had been 
mostly taken from villages instead of from 
the townships outside of corporated towns. 

Judge Hirzel thought the objection too 
trivial to cause another long hunt for jur- 
ors and opdéred the case to go to trial, 

Genar and his alleged victim were em- 
ployed prior to June 2, 1897, on the farm of 
Frank Berrioz, near Clayton. That evening 
the two started for the county seat. ‘The 
next morning Doussett’s mutilated body 
was found near Fargo ste.:0n om the K. C., 
& €. Railway. It was at first thought to 
be an accident, but investigation disclosed 
that he had been murdered and that Genar, 
his countryman and most intimate aS80- 
ciate, had left the county. Several weeks 
later Genar was captured in Louisiana and 
returned to Clayton. 

His trial at the May term of the Circuit 
Court resulted in a hung jury. 

Genar was apparently the least flustered 
person in the crowded court-room Wednes- 
day. He was neatly clad 
with-a light checked tie. He faced the jury, 
at the side of his counsel, and a smile that 
was more than half sneer played over his 
pale, clean-shaven face, Whenever Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Heidorn, in his opening 
speech to the jury, callled the jury’s atten- 
tion to the defendant, Genar would meet 
the prosecutor’s Keen eye with a look de- 
fiant and contemptuous, 

Mr. Heidorn discussed the State's posi- 
tion but briefly. He made a clear, concise 
statement of the case and attempted no 
oratory.

Not One of Them Could Keep 
Pleas Grece a Prisoner. 


SO HE GAVE HIMSELF UP. 


ALLEGED MOONSHINER IS AT 
LAST BEHIND THE BARS IN 
THE ST. LOUIS JAIL. 


BROUGHT FROM TEXAS COUNTY. 


Magnificent Specimen of the Back- 
woodsman and Said to Be the 
Last of the Renfro and 
Wheeler Gang. 


Pleas Groce, a 
clad backwoodsman, was arrested in Texas 
County, Mo., and is now a United States 
prisoner in the St. Louis Jail. 

He is charged with manufacturing moon- 
shine whisky, and though he has been under 
indictment for two years, and hag twice 
been arrested by Deputy United States Mar- 
shals, he managed to escape each time, and 
was never lodged behind the bars until now. 

Marshal Lynch’s men say Groce is the 
last of the famous Renfro gang, and Wheel- 
er gang, who operated so extensively in 
Southeast Missouri a few years ago. 

Nearly two years ago Groce was arrested 
by Deputy Marshal Quayle. The alleged 
moonshiner was riding through the woods 
on horseback, when Quayle overtook and 


surprised him. The officer had a drawn 
revolver and covering Groce with it com- 
manded him to surrender. Groce complied 
gracefully and suffered himself to be 
searched and relieved of his weapons with- 
out objection. 

He offered to accompany the Marshal and 
rode quietly by his side. They had gone sev- 
eral miles along a country road, conversing 

leasantly, when they met Groce'’s wife. 
They drew rein and Groce asked permission 
to bid his wife good-by. The request was 
eheerfully granted. He managed to get his 
wife’s horse between him and Quayle. Then 
he suddenly plunged his spurs into his 
horse’s flanks and rode rapidly away. 
Quayle shouted to him to halt, but Grocé 
only rode the faster. Then the officer fired 
several shots &fter him, but without effect. 

In June, 1896, Deputy. Marshal Snyder ar- 
rested Groce on his farm near ouston. 
He caught Groce unawares and disarmed 
him. Groce was accompanying him, ap- 
parently, willingly across a corn field. e 
was watching his opportunity, and sud- 
denly made a dash for liberty and escaped. 
Since then nearly every marshal on Mr. 
Lynch's staff has taken a turn at finding 
Groce, but he eluded them all. 

A few days ago yroce wrote Deputy 
Marshal Brown at Springfield that he was 
tired dodging off:cers and he would be at 
home if they wanted him. True to his 
word he was home when Brown arrived and 
accompanied the officer to St. Louis. 

Groce denies being a’ moonshiner. He 
says he knew Renfro and Wheeler and went 
fishing with them once. That is all the 
connection he had with them. 

Nearly two years ago Deputy Marshals 
E. J. Brennan and Quayle discovered the 
Renfro still and destroyed it, but the oper- 
ators escaped. 

Groce in appearance is the ideal moon- 
shiner. He is more than 6 feet tall, weighs 
more than 200 pounds, and is strong as an 
ox. He has a full brown beard, thick and 
matted. His clothing is rough and he wears 
a broad-brimmed whtlte hat.

We have 
had an officer at our work for the past five 
weeks, 

These men did not speak to me and ask if I 
was working non-union men. I did not go 
after an officer, as I was on top of the house 
until after the arrest was made. The officer 
was there in advance for our protection. 

Our company is incorporated under the 
State laws, and three members of the com- 
pany work on the roof, and the trouble is 
the union wishes to stop us from work. And 
as they will not work with us, of course we 
employ non-union men, and claim the right 
to take contracts and do the -work ourselves 
if we wish.

STRANGE LIVES 


LED THE LIFE OF A RECLUSE 
SINCE THE WAR, BECAUSE 
SHE LOST HER LOVER. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, O., Dec. 1—Living on a farm 
one mile from this city her entire life, she 
being now 55 years old, is a woman whbd has 
not been to town for over thirty years, She 
is Miss Mina Kessinger, and she always has 
a cordial welcome for the many curious 
sightseers from town, but persistently re- 
fuses to go into the city, which has now 
grown out of all semblance to the struggling 
village which she last saw over a quarter of 
a century ago. During all this time she has 
never been aver 100 yards from the boundary 
lines of her farm, and it is very rarely that 
she leaves it at all. Her only visits are to 
the home of a neighbor on an adjoining 
farm, and farmhouses standing but a few 
hundred feet apart. 

Another remarkable fact connected with 
Miss Kessinger {!s that she has never kept 
regujar company with any gentleman dur- 
ing fall her near three-score years. In 186, 
when Miss Kessinger was in her 18th year, 
a& young man, son of a neighboring farmer, 
fell in love with her and his affections were 
reciprocated by Miss Kessinger. The par- 
ents of the young lady, however, strenuous- 
ly objected to the young man’s suit and Miss 
Kessinger just as strenuously objected to 
her parents taking any part in her love af- 
fairs. The young man had never yet called 
at the Kessinger home, but hts attent-ons to 
nis lady love were very marked at the coun- 
try spellings, which were at that time a pop- 
ular form of entertainment throughout the 
rural districts. He was never allowed to 
accompany the young lady home, however, 
for her parents always appeared after the 
evening’s entertainment to take care of their 
daughter, and the young man was obliged 
to wend a lonely way homeward. When war 
was declared this young man rallied to the 
support of the flag, and in 1861 John Tre- 
hearne left the county to join his fortunes 
with many other gallant soldier boys. 

The night before he left for the front he 
arranged a clandestine meeting with his 
sweetheart and they talked for several 
hours on subjects familiar to every lover, 
while the elder Kess.ngers were scouring 
the country for their daughter, whom they 
well knew to be in consultation with her 
lover some place. But the parents were 
unable to locate the pair and the youths 
had an undisturbed conversation in an 
apartment at the home of a near ne:ghbor, 
who denied all knowledge of their where- 
abouts when the distracted Kess_nger par- 
ents called in search of their daughter. 
Late that evening the lovers parted and 
Miss Kessinger went boldly home to face 
her parents and receive a scolding for her 
eonduct. The regiment left for the front 
the next morning amid the cheers of ad- 
miring friends of the soldier boys, and the 


happiest™ man in the regiment was John 
Trehearne, who carried with him his 
sweetheart’s promise to marry him upon 


his return from the front with the laurels 
of victory. As the train bearing the regi- 
ment steamed out of the village station no 
one among the large crowd of tear-stained 
and anxious faces knew of the tears being 
shed by a-young lady locked in her room 
in a humble farm home one mile distant. 

But the sorrow of Miss Kessinger, al- 
though known only to herself, was none 
the lesS sincere, and many were the sighs 
which left the bosom of the honest young 
girl beforé the reaction came and she rea- 
lized that it was for the best that her lover 
should leave her for a brief while, only to 
return in time with an honest record, nobly 
won in the midst of many conflicts with tne 
country’s enem‘es, 

Every Saturday she came into Jackson fo 
get the weekly letter from her lover in the 
field and to mail an answer carrying en- 
couraging words to the far distant youth 
who was fighting a double battle—to save 
his country and to win his bride. These 
letters came and went unknown to the Kes- 
singer parents, who did not suspect the 
true reason why ther daughter always 
hastened to the small Post-office as soon 
as they arrived in town. 

But one day Miss Kessinger received a let- 
ter which made her heart leap to her throat 
and remain there, a lump too large to swal- 
low. Her lover wrote a few short lines ap- 
prising her of ‘his wounds, from which the 
doctors gave little hope that he could re- 
cover. To be sure’ it would never fall into 
unfriendly hands he returned the small tes- 
tament she had given him before he left and 
also sent back half of the lock of her hair 
which he had worn next his heart all the 
time he had been apart from ther. AS a 
proof that he had worn it near his heart he 
called attention to the stains which his life’s 
blood had left on the dark brown hair as the 
vital fluid gushed from his breast, which thhad 
been ‘torn by an angry rebel bullet while he 
was in the front of a charging column, She 
wrote an immediate reply and announced to 
him her intention of rebelling against her 
parents’ will. saying she would start for ‘his 
bedside the Saturday morning following. 

But before she left town in the evening an- 
other mail arrived and she received a short 
note from the nurse saying that with his 
dying breath her lover ihad asked his nurse 
to inform his sweetheart of his death and to 
state further that he'died true to his vows 
and with her name on his lips. The body of 
the dead gsoidier arrived in a few days and 
Miss Kessinger attended the funeral in deep 
mourning. Her parents relented when it 
was too late, however, and did all they could 
to lessen the great mental suffering of the 
distracted girl, but Miss Kessinger never 
recovered from the shock. From jhat day 
to this she has never been within the cor- 
porate limits of Jackson and has never 
stepped farther than 100 yards from the 
farm, which is now her own. Neither has 
she ever received attentions from any other 
man, preferring to remain true to her soldier 
hero, who left her years ago with a lover's 
~vow to love none other than her.

CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Mrs. Celia A. Wal- 
lace, a wealthy, childless widow, who lives 
in almost regal style at the Auditorium Ho- 
tel, and who offered to adopt and educate 
Evangelina Cisneros last week, first met 
(Miss Cisneros in the hotel elevator on the 
occasion of the young woman's recent v‘sit 
to the Western city, and was attracted by 
her childish grace and sweetness, before 
the little stranger’s identity was disclosed.

Mrs. Wallace. comes of a New England 
family of Revolutionary famme—the Whip- 
ples, of Wentworth, New Hampshire.

In his connection, she says: 

“T have been advised by Bishop Potter 
that the Tiffany chapel will be put in place 
early next fall. Then I shall have my son’s 
remains transferred there, and make ar- 
rangements for the interment beside them 
of my own body when I have passed away. 
The reconstructed edifice is to be known as 
Whipple chapel, in comemoration of the 
family name.” 

To those who Go not know Mrs. Wallace 
intimately and are unacquainted with her 
silent and unostentations charities, she 
bears the name of being an eccentric wom- 
an.

The strange history of Mrs. Poundt tells 
of her three husbands, the first of whom 
was Thomas Myer, nephew of Gen. Myer 
of Washington, famous as “Old Probabill- 
ties.” The second was Frank Murtha, a 
saloonkeeper. The third is Charles A. 
Poundt. With him she lives in fine apart- 
ments at No. 39 Washington Square, West. 

Mrs, Poundt is worth nearly a million dol- 
lars. She has more than $500,000 invested 


in city real estate. She has two sons at 
college. 


ne Schmittberger, who arrested Mrs. 
-oundt, has been collecting the facts of he 
history from policemen who were athnaeod 
to the Mercer Street Police Station when 
that precinct was the most notorious one 
in the city and from women who were 
mainly responsible for the unsavory condl- 
tion of the district. This history, among 
other things, explains how Mrs. Poundt 
manages to heap up nearly a million dol- 

There is one part of the woman’s histor 
with which the police are not acquainted. 
Her maiden name was Carleton. As Sophie 
Carleton, thirty-odd years ago, she was en- 
titled to mingle with the beat society in the 
city. The Carleton family ig a much older 
one than the Astor, the Vanderbilt or many 
others of the distinguished families of to- 


day. 

By the closest ties of kinship it was bound 
to the Stuyveeants and the Rutherfurde, 
and they were mighty families before the 
first Vanderbilt or Astor was ever heard of. 
In the veins of the woman who must face 
the ugly charge in the Police Court to-day 
tlows the blood of old Peter Stuyvesant. 

It-was because she was a Carleton that 
éne married Thomas Myer. He was a man 
of wealth and of family position, and when 
he died he left $20,000 in cash, besides other 
property. 

Mrs. Poundt made the bulk of her for- 
tune in a house on the east side of Wooster 
street, just below West Third aetreet. It 
was an old-fashioned, double house. Fif- 
teen years ago it was the most notorious 
house in that most notorious district, and 
it was a remarkable place for another rea- 
son. Its owner was credited with having 
more influence with the police than ‘any 
other woman of her clasa. 

At that time she was known as Sophie 
Myer, and later as Sophie Murtha. Honest 
policeman stood in dread of her: If one of 
them atopnes in front of the house at night 
she would appear on the front stoop, and in 
the commanding voice of an autocrat £ay: 

“Go patrol your beat; don’t stop here.” 

If the policeman resisted the order she 
would say: 

‘T’ll see that you are transferred.” 

And in every case he was transferred. She 
is famous in the department to-day for hav- 
ing had mgre men transferred to uptown 
precincts than any captain or regular police 
official. Thus was loyalty to duty punished. 

When Thomas Byrnes, afterward inspect- 
or and chief, was captain of the Mercer 
Street Station, he made an effort to clean 
the precinct. One night he planned a tre- 
mendous raid, the like of which had never 
before been attempted. It might have been 
successful if there were not so many men 
in the department to carry a warning to 
the prospective prisoners. 

Sophie Myer heard of it early in the day 
and had an abundance of time to make 
her preparations, She took all the women 
from ther thouse and from the houses of 
some of her boon companions and drove 
them in carriages up to a house in Bast 
Fifteenth street, which she owned. There 
were fifty unfortunates in all and these 
were huddled in the cellar of the Fifteenth 
street house. Capt. Byrnes made few ar- 
rests that night. The next day the women 
were taken back to Wooster street. 

Mrs. t has given ther sons from 
childhood every educational advantage 
which the sons of millionaires receive. The 
mother was parsimonious in everything and 
with everybody except her sons. 

The eldest one, Joseph, who is now in 
his twenty-fist year, and who Is taking the 
medical course in one of the most famous 
colleges in the country, receives $1.600 a year 
for pocket money. All of his living and

And It Looks as Though the Baltimore

There is gcing to be trouble in racing 
circles, and a whole lot-of it. 

And the trouble is going to come from 
to-day’s action of the Pimlico Jockey Club 
of Baltimore, :

The regular racing season east of 
the Rocky Mountains and north of the 
thirty-fifth degree of latitude ended yester- 
day,*for the rules of both the Jockey Club 
and the Turf Congress would outlaw any 
horse that should take part ina race with- 
in these limits during the months of De- 
cember, January or February. 

For any club member of. the Turf Con- 
gress and Jockey Club whose track is not 
east or south of the prescribed limit to race 
to-day is to outlaw itself, for the rule gov- 
erning <euch matters ts an imperative one 
and the principle involved ig one which the 
Turf Congress and Jockey Club have held 
up for years, inasmuch as !t did away with 
winter racing in the east and north and took 
from the racing game itself what the Turf 
Congress and Jockey Club officials always 
claimed was its most objectionable feature. 

The rule drafted and intended to do away 
with the winter racing east and north 
reads: 


its members permit any racing in the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains and 
north of latitude 35 degrees during the 
months of January, February or December 
of any year; ror shail any racing by electric 
or other artificial Lght be recognized or per- 
mitted anywhere or at any time of the 
Year. For participating in any such meet- 
ing or racing, as prohibited, each member 
of the congress shall disqualify and there- 
after exclude from engagement or partici- 
pation in any meeting or racing held by it 
or upon its track every person who shall 
act in any official capacity or as bookmaker 
or poolseller, every owner or trainer who 
shall run any horse, and every jockey who 
shall ride the same. and every horse that 
shall run or is owned. trained or under the 
control of any of the herein above-men- 
tioned persons. And if any association not 
a member of this congress shall permit any 
of the above disqualified persons or horses 
to participate in racing on its course then 
all other horses or persons thereafter par- 
ticipating tn its racing shall likewise be dis- 
qual'fied. This rule shall aiso likewise appiy 
to al] race tracks upon which such racing 
takes place or is allowed. Members of the 
congress shall not book upon events on dis- 
qualified tracks, and associations not mem- 
bers so doing shall be disqualified, and those 
persons or horses in any manner participat- 
ing in the racing on the tracks thereof shall 
be barred al! privileges on the tracks of 
members of the congress. Any member of 
the congress knowingly failing to enforce 
‘tie provisions of thts article shall be ex- 
pe'lcd.’’ 

So if one of the cardinal rules of the 
Turf Congress are carried out the Pimlico 
track if it permits racing to-day will be 
outlawed before night, and all its officials 
and all who race horses over its track will 
also be relegated to the outlaw ranks. { 

A letter received from Baltimore yeste#- 
day in reference to Pimlico continuing its 
meeting after Nov. 30, read as follows: 

‘‘Rumor that the American Turf Congress 
would refuse the privileges of all tracks 
under its jurisdiction to owners, trainers, 
jockeys and officials taking part in the 
Pimlico meeting on and after Dec. 1, has 


fected, but to-day the general decision was 
to go on. This confidence was based on the 
belief that the fact that the jockey club 
sanctioned the continuance tn the prohibit- 
ed month was ample guarantee that they 
would not be placed under a ban of exile. 
Furthermore, they are anxious to go on, 
a petition seeking a ten days’ extension of 
the meeting being generally signed during 
the afternoon, It will be forwarded to 
the stewards of the Jockey Club at once. 
Few look for a favorable reply, and yet 
it would be almost a charity to see them 
get the sought for extension. The asso- 
ciation agrees to offer $15,000 in purses in 
event of the extension being granted, which 
would mean a chance for many owners to 
earn a winter’s keep.” 

This morning nothing 1s said about the 
Jockey Club granting the Pimlico managers 
leave to extend their meeting, but as the 
entries have been sent out it looks as 
though they were going right ahead despite 
laws of Jockey Club, Turf Congress or any 
one @lse.

THEY FOUGHT | A DRAW, 


A RATTLING BATTLE BETWEEN 
CHOYNSKI AND JEFFRIES 
LAST NIGHT. 


LIKE A DWARF AND A GIANT. 


That Is About the Way the Two 
Heavyweights Looked When 
in the Ring. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—All San Fran- 
cisco ts talking this morning about last 
night’s fight between Joe Choynski of San 
Francisco and Jim Jeffries of Los Angeles. 

Fully 6,000 people saw the battle and saw 
' Choynski fight a man weighing fifty more 
pounds than himself to a standstill. At the 
end of the twentieth round the referee 


declared the fight a draw. 
Choynski fought against great odds and 


fought well. 

After this few will dispute Jeffries’ claim 
to be considered as a possibility for the 
world’s championship. He is a_ clever 
boxer, and while little more than a novice, 
he fairly puzzled a man who, while young 
in years, is a veteran at fisticuffs. : 

If any mistake was made in Choynski'’s 
corner it was f!n not allowing Joe to go at 
h's big vis-a-vis* more at the start. Jeffries 
was detidedly rattled when he entered the 
ring, and it was not until several rounds 
had elapsed that he regained his natural 
color and began to fight with confidence, 
Possibly the idea of going such a celebrity 
as Joe Choynski had this disturbing effect. 
Once Jeffries did extend himself, there were 
no signs of white feather about him. 

Choynski covered himself with glory and 
has never shown up to such advantage. He 
is as clever and ag quick as ever, and last 
| night he fought the first calculating battle 
he has ever been mixed up in. Contrary to 
‘his general tactics he was not reckless for 
|@ minute, and every round showed that he 
was feeling his man’s powers like a past 
| master. A noticeable change in his work 
is the d'fference in his guard and attack. 
He fought Jeffries with his body well open 
and faced him almost squarely in the Aus- 
tralian style. Since he met Billy Woods in 
this city in 1891 and knocked him out, Cho- 
ynski has not fought se long or so ‘well 
aa he d'd last night. The fact that he was 
inot the aggressor, probably considered by 
MacDonaid when he rendered his decision, 
ought not to have counted against him, for 
the reason that with a fifty-pound disad- 
vantage in weight, it was the best kind of 
generalship to keep away from the rushes 
and to duck. 

Choynski’s ducking was superb, and his 
splendid work in th's direction culminated 
and brought down the house in the six- 
teenth. He fiddled and allowed Jeffries to 
force him into his own corner. and the big 
fellow, belleving that he had his oppor- 
tunity at close quarters, jammed him 
against the catile in a give-eand-take 
struggle. 

Choynskf caught the big fellow four 
smashing lefts in the jaw, ducked a terrific 
amine of Jeffries, which threw the Los 
Angeles boy against the ropes, and then 
flew in with his right on the side of the 
head, the only time that he used iteffectively 
in the whole fight. Several other times he 
wriggled out of a hot situation by his clever 
foot work, and during the last ten rounds 
particularly he stopped several mean lefts 
by throwing his wd across Jeffries’ arm, 
The men fought at 170 and 220 pounds re- 
spectively.

The attendance at the Copeland of-

Mr. McMath Says They Point to Mu- 
nicipal Control of Public Serv- 
ing Corporations. 


Those who believe in the enforcement 
of the Julian law are watching with in- 
terest the report of the Council Committee 
on Mr. Horton’s resolution calling for an 
ordinance to make that law effective. 

The*resolution was introduced over a week 
ago and directed that no further action be 
taken on any of the proposed franchise 
grabs until the Julian law should become 
operative. 

Notwithstanding the Council Committee 
had a week to consider the resolution, no 
report was made on it at Tuesday night’s 


session, 

There was a strong effort to kill the 
measure ovtright when it was first sub- 
mitted, and there are so many street rail- 
way franchise grabs before the body, it 
is doubtful whether it will ever see the 


light of day again. : 

In Kansas City a similar resolution was 
passed by one bran of the Municipal 
Assembly, but it went further than the 
Horton resolution and called on the Attor- 
ney-General to bring quo warranto proceed- 
ings to test the validity of the law. 

President McMath of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, who knows the city char- 
ter like he does h!s alphabet, says there ‘s 
no necessity for such a proceeding in St. 
Louis, because for twenty years the charter 
has contained explicit authority for the 
Municipal Assembly to do all that is con- 
templated by the Julian lew. 

“And why has not the Municipal Assembly 
passed such an ordinance?’”’ he continued. 
“Well, thut’s more than I can tell, but it 
has the power to do s0.”’ 

“Did you ever calculate, Mr. McMath, 
how much the city treasury would have 
been gainer had the Julian law been en- 
forced?’ was asked.. 

“That law has been on our statutes a lit- 
tle over three years, and with one or two 
exceptions I do not recall any franchises of 
‘mportance that the city has granted. We 
have had street railway extensions, but 
those privileges were asked by people who 
already had franchises, and the extensions 
were worth nothing to any one else, Still, 
if the Julian law had been effect’ve these 
extended franchises could have peen ad- 
vertised and sold to the highest bidder, but 
we would have seen but one bidder, and 
that the road that desired the extension, I 
am not ignoring the fact that the auction of 
the franchise could be had, though there 
Was but one bidder, and that the Julian 
law provides that the franchise shall bring 
an amount equal to 2 per cent of its gross 
receipts. But how are we to get at that 2 
per cent? The extension might probably 
be for a loop, or a block or two, and the 
road might say it collected no fare on that 
portion of the line. 

There are other ways, however, of getting 
a quid pro quo out of street railways for 
the privileges they enjoy and grow rich on. 
They could be taxed so much a ¢car or so 
much a mile. 1 belleve we have a tax of $25 
a carin this city, but it has been officially 
charged that not nearthe number of cars in 
actual service are.returned. If that be true, 
it is the fau!t of the depar. ment having that 
matter in charge, Then there might be a tax 
for each passenger carried, say 1 cent. and 
with the more than 25,000,000 passengers 
hauled last year, it is readily computed what 
a handsome revenue that would yield.” 

“Don’t you regnru the subway privileges 
as ‘franchibes?’’ ’ 

“1 doubt if they would be so construed by 
a high court. Tas corporations that use the 
subways already wiad franchises, and the 
subway is a regulation ordered by the city 
and the wire-using companies have got to 
submit to it at whatever expense ‘t may 
cost them to comply with the mau.lates of 
the city. 

“After all, the Julian law and this sentl- 
ment in regard to municipal franchises is 
but a growth of the public demand for the 
municiap]l cwnership of the institutions op- 
erated for public convenience and comfort, 
such as water-works, heat and light and 
street railway?. I don’t mean that the mu- 
nicipality skould recessarily operate .these 
plants, but control them, by lease and rent- 
als that will insure a reasonable revenue 
to the pubiic treasury, and to furnish them 
to the public at a reasonable price. 

“For instance: Paris controls its gas plant, 
but does not operate it. The corporation 
is limited, and its capital stock cannot be 
increased, that is, it can’t be watered. Nor 
is the company allowed to earn more than 
134% per cent on its stock. All ever that 
g0es to the city, and for many years the 
c.ty’s income from that source alone has 
been $4,000,000. It. is the same with electric 
light plants and other corporations that 
have to utilize the streete. 

The time is approaching faster than the 
corporations would like to admit in this 
country when the same conditions will &€x- 
St in its large cities as are now challenged 
by no one in Paris, in Glasgow, throughout 
England and in Germany. In Glasgow the 
fare is a cent a mile during certain hours 
of the day, and only half a cent during 
others, and yet those companies pay the 
city a good revenue for use of the streets. 

The people are going to enforce their 
equities in this regard, and they are going 
to rule the corporations insfead of being 
dictated to by them.” 

-Dr. Frederick Gabel, First Assistant 
Comptroller, said that any calculation as to 
how much revenue the city would have ée- 
rived from the Julian law since its enact- 
ment would be merely speculative. 

“We would have to auction off a franchise 
or two to arrive at their approximate val- 
ue,” sad he. “Of course, the railroad com- 
panics and other franchise seekers could 
fixure on what a franchise would be worth, 
but they wouldn’t oblige the public with 
Such vaimaule information in advance.

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SUPREME COURT AND SMOKE. 


Association Wil] Go to Work on the 
Lines Mapped Out by the Decision. 


“We are not surprised,” says Attorney 
Eugene McQuillin of the Smoke Abate- 
ment Association, ‘‘at the determination of 
the Supreme Court not to give us a re- 
hearing. Our surprise would have been: 
great if it had granted our petition. The 
facts and the court’s opinioh do not coin-' 
cide. The court says there is no known way 
of abating smoke. We have demonstrated 


that there is, but the court deciared it 
would take no judicial notice of the fact. 

“It has been alleged the Supreme Court 
sustained the decision of Judge Murphy. 
This is not entirely true. Judge Murphy did 
not declare the ordinance unconstitutional, 
but held there was not sufficient testimony. 
Unconstitutionality was pleaded by the de- 
fense, and not passed upon in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 

“The decision by the Supreme Court will 
make it necessary on the part of future 
prosecutions to prove injury to persons or 
property by the smoke nuisance, when here- 
\ofore proof of the emission of smoke has 
been sufficient. This can be done, of course, 
but more testimony from citizens will be 
required 

“What our association proposes doing I 
cannot eay. You know that for the last 
nine or ten’ months it has done nothing, 
owing to the lack of funds, but it shouid 
not be allowed to digsolve. We have made 
remarkable progress in the past three years 
and it would be foolish to throw it all away. 

*“‘An ordinance should be at once intro- 
duced in the Munjcipal Assembly, providing 
for a law in accordance with the decision 
of the Supreme Court. President McMath 
of the Board of Public Improvements, wao 
has had the appointment of an inspector 
under the existing ordinance, said to me re- 
cently that he thought the Smoke Abate- 
ment Association had accomplished a good 
work and that an ordinance could be 
framed that would meet judicial objections. 

“The people have not objected to our 
work. Even those we have prosecuted have 
admitted the usefulness of the association 
and fought us only by advice of attorneys, 
who. said @ ordinance was uncon- 
stitutional. 

“What the aX¥sociation will do I am not 
prepared to say, as I have had no consul- 
tation with President Moore upon the sub- 
ject. Speaking as a citizen, I say the work 
of abating the smoke nuisance shovwld not 
be allowed to die out. Men and money ought 
to be immediately forthcoming to renew the 
fight against smoke, upon the lines mapped 
out bv the decision of the Supreme Court.” 

Robert Moore, President of the Smoke 
Abatement Association, is out of the city, 
and a card on his office door announces he 
will.not return until Dec, 4. Other officials 
say nothing w!ll be done while Mr. Moore 
is absent. 


THE DILLON ESTATE CASE 


Dr. Stevens Removed as Trustee.and a 
Judgment Rendered Against Him, 


Jesse A. McDonald retains the trustee- 
ship of the Dillon estate and Dr. Charles 
D. Stevens is removed, and a judgment is 
found against him in favor of Trustee’ Mc- 
Donald for the sum of $1,561.29. 

Judge Withrow, before whom this case

FIFTH DISTRICT AN EDEN. 


Crime Has Fallen Off Fully Sixty Per 
Cent. 


Police Captain Phillips’ statistics showing 
the extent of crime in the Fifth District for 
the year ending Dec. 1, 1897, gives a de- 
crease of 30 per cent over that of last year. 
In cases of highway robbery, murders, fel- 
ons and misdemeanors, there is a falling off 
of 25 per cent. 

Disturbances of the peace and other viola- 
tions of city ordinances show a substantial 
decrease. No murderer has ever escaped 
from the district. Crime was 650 per cent 
lower in 1886 than In 1895. 

Capt Phillips says the district has a pop- 
ulation of 117,000, and there is but one pa- 
trolman to 1,360 inhabitants. There are 
eighty-six beats and only seventy-seven 
men to patrol them. This is in striking 
contrast to the Sixth District, which aver- 
ages almost two policemen to a beat. 

“The record is due solely to the vigilance 
of the officers in making arrests wherever 
possible,”” the Captain said. “Loafing and 
beer canning are among the most danger- 
ous breeders of crime, and we have put a 
stop to both in the Fifth District. To this 
more than any other one thing I attribute 
the decrease.”’

The Council's ardor for the street Inspec- 
tion junket has cooled down considerably. 
Members who voted for the original resolu- 


tion now realize how absurd it would b to 
Send a commission to make observations 
of street building in cities whose streets are 
now covered with inches of ice and snow. 

It was the intention when the resolution 
was passed for the commission to have 
started this week and have a jolly ante- 
holiday junket, and be home in time for 
Christmas, but Auditor Mason: and Comp- 
troller Sturgeon called a halt when they 
pointed out that the Assembly had better 
pass an appropriation to pay the junket’s 
expenses. 

The Council, however, passed through first 
reading a bill appropriating $2,000 for the 
unket, and the House not only passed it 
hrough a second reading, but elected its 
representatives, They are Speaker Julfus 
| Lehmann and George D. Schaefer, good se- 
lections for the House, for both will be dig- 
nifled and try to learn what is new while 
they are away. 

The House adjourned until Tuesday next 
and nearly all of the new “Solid Nineteen’ 
have gone to Little River bottom for a 
week’s hunting and fishing. 

The placidity of the Council meeting last 
night was ruffled by a bitter attack by

Minister 
Angell, however, insists upon the Govern- 
ment’s responsibility, as Turkish troops 
and gendarmes participated in the out- 
rages.
